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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. Applicant's election without traverse of Group II, claims 4-9, in the reply filed on 4/29/04 
is acknowledged. 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312. 
To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the payment 
of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: Claims 1-3, 10 and n, withdrawn without 
traverse, are canceled. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not 
teach or fairly suggest a method of molding polyethylene terephthalate articles where the 
polyethylene terephthalate contains: a fatty acid amide selected from the group consisting of oleyl 
palmitamide, ethylene bis stearamide, ethylene bis oleomide, and stearyl erucamide; a partially or 
fully calcined porous poly (methylsilsequioxane); and a stabilizer containing a primary and a 
secondary antioxidant in the ratio of 1:4. Maringer et al. (US Patent 5,356,489) teaches a 
polymeric composition which contains a fatty acid amide, a hydrated inorganic filler, an 
alkoxysiloxane, an antioxidant, and a low molecular weight polymer processing additive such as 
an aliphatic resin with ester functional groups (column 3, lines 19-41 and column 8, lines 3-16). 
Maringer et al. does not teach that the polymeric composition is polyethylene terephthalate, does 
not teach that the hydrated organic filler is fully calcined porous poly (methylsilsequioxane), and 
does teach that the alkoxysiloxane must be present (column 10, lines 3-8). There is no reason to 
modify Maringer et al. by not using the alkoxysiloxane, changing the polymer to polyethylene 
terephthalate and modifying the filler to be fully calcined porous poly (methylsilsequioxane). 

Mills et al. (US Patent 5,610,222) teaches a polymeric film formed by adding calcined 
silicone resin particles to polyethylene terephthalate, wherein the polyethylene terephthalate may 
also contain additives conventionally utilized (column 5, lines 50-59). Mills et al. does not teach 
that a fatty acid amide is utilized as an additive, or that a stabilizer containing a primary and a 
secondary antioxidant in the ratio of 1:4 is an additive. 
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Additional prior art of interest is Perez (US Patent 6,596,385) and Igarashi et al. (US Patent 
4,837,115)-
